AS SOON AS SURVEYS ARE RUN 


Proposed to Get Estimated Cost of 


Building From This City and 


Greensburg. 


CHEAPEST ONE MAY BE TAKEN 


Announcement is Unexpected as it 


Has Been Intimated Extension 


Was in Remote Future. 


Work will be started oil the ex ­ 
tension of the Indianap olis and Cin­ 
cinnati Traction Comp any ’s lines to 
Cincinnati, just as soon as the sur­ 
vey ing of the route from this city 
and the one from Greensburg is com­ 
p leted, according bo* an announce­ 
ment made by Wjill ¡Frazee, claim 
ag ent for the comp any , today . 
The work will be started, it is hop ­ 
ed by the comp anj*, according to Mr. 
-Frazee, early in the sp ring . 
This is 
much earlier than has been antici­ 
p ated in this city or in any throug h 
■which the I. & C. p asses. 
The im­ 
p ression has alway s been g iven out 
by officials of the comp any that the 
iime for the beg inning of ine work 
was very indefinite. 
Charles L. Henry , p resident of the 
I. & C. did not eome to the g eneral 
offices here 
today as is his usual 
custom and could not be interviewed 
on the subject. 
In p revious inter­ 
views g iven out by him on this top ic 
he has alway s convey ed the imp re.s- 
tsion that the ex tension was to be far 
in the distant and remote future. 
Hut the statement of Mr. Frazee 
p uts a new p hase on 
the situation 
When President Henry , accomp anied 
by the directors of the line, several 
■weeks ag o went over the two p ro­ 
p osed routes, one from this city by 
way of Brookville and the other from 
Greensburg by way of Newp oint and 
Harrison, Ohio. It w’as intimated that 
the officials p lanned to start the ex ­ 
tension soon, but Mr. Henry denied 
that the ex tension was just as re­ 
mote as ever at that time. 
Mr. Frazee intimated today that 
the route woluld be ex tended over the 
cheap est route. That is, the line will 
be run over 
the route 
where the 
roadbed can be p ut in condition eas­ 
iest and where the rig ht-of-way can 
be p urchased the cheap est. 
He in­ 
ferred also, that distance would be 
taken into consideration. 
It is a w’ell known fact that three 
routes for ex tension are considered, 
the one besides the two already men­ 
tioned being from Connersville by 
way of Liberty and Hamilton, Ohio. 
The Comiersville ex tension has been 
survey ed already as far as Colleg e 
Comer, Ohio, and it has been intim­ 
ated that nothing 
further will be 
done on that survey . Survey ors are 
now working on the Greensburg ex ­ 
tension, ared as soon as they have 
comp leted that 
survey , 
they will 
come to this city and beg in the sur­ 
vey of the route from this city by 
way of Brookville and Harrison, 0. 
Mr. Henry g ave out an interview 
recently in which lie stated p ositively 
that the route for ex tension would 
be p icked until the survey of the lo­ 
cal route and the one from Greens­ 
burg was comp leted. 
This leaves 
this question op en and means that 
Rushville still has a chance. 
With the 
announcement 
that 
the ex tension will be made so soon it 
will p robably o ccur to so me o f 
the 
wide-a wa ke business men o f Rush­ 
v ille that no w is the time to o lo o k to 


their laurels. 
Rushville is well or­ 
g anized to* make an elf or t for the ex ­ 
tension since Ithe Rushviclle Retail 
Merchants Association is an effective, 
working body . Greensburg will make 
a strong bid for the ex tension, and 
in fact is already doing so. 
The value of the ex tension being 
run from this city has been p ointed 
out before. 
It will op en up a rich 
territory from which merchants of 
Rushville could undoubtedly attract 
more trade than they now are. 
It 
will g o throug h a territory which is 
not now connected with Rushville by 
any traction or steam line.

LEGISLATION 
WILL NOT HELP 


President W. A. Millis of Hanover 


College Declares Man Must be 


Made Over Inside. 


MENS 
BIG 
MEETING 
TALK 


Asserts Cure-Alls Offered Have Vir­ 


tues But They Are Not Solu­ 


tion For Social Evils. 


That all manner of leg islation di­ 
rected ag ainst the common social evil s 
of today , termed as such by President 
W. A. Millis of Hanover Colleg e, will 
not cure them, was the assertion at 
the firsit of the 
winter’s series of 
Men’s Big Meeting s at the St. Paul 
M. E. church y esterday afternoon. It 
was liis messag e that men must be 
made over inside before any thing will 
be accomp lished in the war ag ainst 
vices that p arade in the United States 
today . 
President Millis said in op ening his 
address that men of Rushville p aid 
the city a comp liment by turning out 
as they did 
y esterday 
afternoon. 
Not to hear him was their reason for 
attending the meeting , he said, but 
they showed their alleg iance to the 
cause of Jesus Christ. 
He said it 
was his intent to talk on the better­ 
ment of society . 
Jesus had to batter down 
p rej- 
dice of the Jews when lie beg an His 
work on this earth. They were dis­ 
ap p ointed in the oming of the Messiah 
he said. He p ointed out they ex p ect, t 
ed Jesus to eome in g reat g randeur | 
and p omp , as it had been taug hCe^'» 
them He would. 
President Millis showed that Jesus 
p reached to Jews that « outward ap ­ 
p earance amounted to nothing and 
that the inner man was the most im­ 
p ortant. 
He urg ed the Jews to re­ 
member that it is the in-dwelling life 
which is resp onsible and on which de­ 
p ends the outward action. 


“ J esu s was not a reformer as we 
think of m e today ,” continued Mr. 


leg islate g oodness init»o the hearts of 
mankind with indifferent results. He 
p ointed out that the country was leg ­ 
islating ex cellence into school teach­ 
ers and men of all p rofessions by 
making their standards hig her y et no 
attention is being p aid to the inner 
man, the p art which counts. 
In this connection it was the col­ 
leg e p resident’s ‘Startling ¡assertion 
that education increases vice rather 
than causes it to decrease which is 
according to the p op ular belief. He 
dep lored the division of secularism 
and education. 
Mr. Millis declared 
vehemently that serious evil Whs in­ 
curred by cutting awav the relig ious 
feature of education. He decried the 
lack of relig ion in the p hblic schools 
as well as in the hig her institutions of 
learning . 
In the ease of the p hy sician, the 
colleg e p resident said, lie was requir­ 
ed to be p roficient in ’.is p rofession 
else he could not obtain a license, and 
that was the onfly account taken of 
him. He asked whether a man would 
have a p hy sician turned loose in his 
Co ntinued o n pa g e eig ht.

Zero All Day Which Has Never

SINCE INFLUX OF COLD WAVE 


Bureau Says Today is Only Beginning 


of Lower Temperature Which 


is Coming.

Those were 
the time, he recalled, when a set of 
severe and strict 
statutes were in 
vog ue and men and 
women 
were 
comp elled to obey them or be in dan­ 
g er of p ay ing a severe p enalty . 
In the second p eriod, that of the 
civil war. President Millis p ointed out 
the country g rew intellectually and 
beg an to realize the old 
sy stem of 
strict laws would not cure the social 
evils. Then the op inion was eurrent 
that freedom would solve the weig hty 
top ics of the ag e and the civil war 
was foug ht out. 
Then 
came the p eriod, he said, 
which mig ht be termed the ag e of 
economic g rowth. 
In that time, the 
sp eaker declared, the idea was p ara­ 
mount that freedom 
from the vice 
which p revailed in the country would 
eome with the doing away with vice. 
The op inion p revailed then that p ov­ 
erty was the base of all evil, he said, 
but it was soon to be a false p redic­ 
tion . 
President Millis said the last p eriod 
was tha t o f institutio ns and 
la ws 
thro ug h which the United Sta tes is 
no w pa ssing . He decla red this is the

A new record for the cold wave 
which came to Rushville as an unin­ 
vited g uest ten or twelve day s ag o, 
was established today when the ther­ 
mometer failed to arise above zero. 
This is the first time that the temp er- 
atnre has not g one at least a few de­ 
g rees above the zero mark. 
But this is only the beg inning of 
another cold wave, according to the 
weather bureau, which is g oing to 
outclass all former ones in severity . 
The temp erature is ex ]>eeted to g o to 
ten below zero tonig ht and p ossibly 
lower. 
There is some consolation in 
the fact, however, that the weather 
forecaster p romises 
slowly 
rising 
temp erature tomorrow. 
Thermometers in the sun today reg ­ 
istered as hig h as ten deg rees above 
zero. But they were unduly influenc­ 
ed, and it’s not fair to count them. 
Tjhenrnometers lin sheltered tp laces, 
but which were not touched by the 
sun ex cep t for a brief sp ace of time 
this morning , were unable to 
rise 
above the zero mark. 
The temp erature beg an to fall this 
morning after the sun was up in the 
heavens and it was colder at eig ht- 
thirty o’clock than it had been two 
hours p revious. At six -thirty o’clock 
thermometers recorded the temp era­ 
ture at about four below zero and 
within an hour and a halt the tem­ 
p erature had 
fallen two 
deg rees. 
This* is something which seldom hap ­ 
p ens as the coming of day and the 
brig ht sun tends to cause the tem­ 
p erature to rise. 
And it was colder this morning at 
eig ht-thirty o’clock than it was all 
during the nig ht. 
The mercury did 
not fall below four deg rees 
below 
zero and most of the nig ht the tem­ 
p erature was above zero. 
Althoug h the sun shone brig htly all 
day the biting wind made the day a 
very severe one. Few p eop le v entur­ 
ed out during the bay , but there were 
more fa rmers in the city tha n wen 
ex p ected under the circumstances. 
Yesterday the hig hest temp erature 
since the influx o f the cold wa v e wa s 
recorded when the thermometer sto o d 
at twenty -eig ht deg rees a bo v e zero . 
The weather burea u p redicted so me 
relief y esterda y a nd 
it came—but it 
p roved to be o f sho rt dura tio n. 


Fourth of 1911 Corn Crop Still in the 


Fields and May Never be 


Gathered. 


SNOW HELPS WHEAT ALONG 


Farmers Lose Seed Potatoes as Re­ 


sult of Exceedingly Low 


Temperature. 


That at least one-fourth of the 
19 11 corn crop in Rush county is y et 
standing in the fields 
was learned 
recently by a canvass of the county . 
Esp ecially in the south and west p art 
of the county is this true, while in the 
north and east a majority 
of the 
farmers have their corn in shocks and 
are waiting for an 
op p ortunity 
to 
shred the same. 
This unusual condition is broug ht 
© 
about by the very unfavorable weath­ 
er which the farmers have ex p erienc­ 
ed for more than three months—p ro­ 
long ed warm weather of the fall sea­ 
son forced the farmers to wait for 
cold weather ho- shock or g ather their 
com. 
Frost did not come when ex ­ 
p ected, 
but in its 
p lace a coup le 
months of damp and rainy weather, 
leaving the corn soft, the g round sog ­ 
g y and in such a condition as to make 
it imp ossible for the faAners to work 
in the fields. 
Then came 
such a rush of cold 
weather and then a 
blizzard, until 
none but Eskimos could work in the 
fields more than a few buurs a day . 
The farmers are now taking short 
turns into the fields and shocking and 
shredding the corn only when needed 
for p urp oses. t is ex p ected that the 
p resent cold weather will p revail for 
a month at least and much of the 
corn will p robably be left in the field 
to rot if the severe weather is follow ­ 
ed by rain and old time 
February 
thaw*. 
Meanwhile the farmers sue draw­ 
ing heavy on their hay and o a ts.

Solution of Water Problem Which 


is Impending Danger. 


DRAW ON NATURAL RESOURCES 


He Pcinted Out River is Not Polluted 


Above Rushvil!e~ Use Wells in 


Summer. 


The water question in Rushville is 
still a very imp ortant one, no matter 
if the temp erature is hovering near 
zero aud householders are concern­ 
ing themselves with questions calcu­ 
lated to keep their blood from freez­ 
ing in their veins. 
The water 'question, of course, is a 
most imp ortant top ic in the summer 
months, when the famine is imp end­ 
ing in Rushville, and it has caused 
the city of Rushville some concern 
this w inter, when the water should be 
p lentiful. 
There has be^n a lack 
of water in most every household and 
esp ecially was this lack noticable 
when fire broke out. 
It has 'been p ointed out many times 
this winter 
that the 
city council 
♦should p rep are wow for the w*ater 
famine which is ¡sure to p revail nex t 
summer, and not wait until it is here 
to seek fbr the remedy . This ques­ 
tion lias made a deep imp ression on 
one man in 
p oim*« for­ 
ward with 
He desires nis namcnv t í o be 
this coaimectioh. 
We writes as fol­ 
lows ; 
While Rushville is short of w’ater 
for all p urp oses and the city is con­ 
sidering way s and means of securing 
© 
a g reater sup p ly , sufficient to answer 
the needs for y ears to come. Flatrock 
seems to have been entirely overlook­ 
ed. It has occurred to many p eop le 
that this p retty stream could sup p ly 
the needs of a city four times the 
size of Rushville during six or seven 
months of the y ear or say from Octo­ 
ber 15 to May 15—without hi the 
least endang ering the health »of her 
citizeii-s. 
There are no sources by whi<? 
I latrock 
may be p olluted 
above 
Rusdiville, and the city would be in­ 
sured a p ine and abundant sup p ly of 
waiter. 
River water would not only 
be free from lime but would lather as 
freely as rain water. 
If our city 
water will eat out the “inwards" of 
'a steam boiler in a short time,—it 
cannot but be more or less harmful 
to the human anatomy . 
Lime water is g ood for some com­ 
p laints but not every p erson is afflic­ 
ted with an acid stomach. 
Besides 
it is no fun in zero weather and six 
inches « of snow* to be forced to run 
over to the neig hbor’s well to g et 
enoug h w’ater with which to shave. 
It is said that it would be feasible 
to build an intake near the old head- 
g ates, erect a p ump ing station and 
stand-p ip e on the hill east of “Gaiqp - 
betl’s Barn,” and by connecting with 
the city mains at the new factory — 
only about 3/8 tof a mile away —in­ 
sure an abundant sup p ly of whole­ 
some water during the cold months. 
In the mea ntime the city 
wells 
co uld be rested and the reservoir at 
the Wa ter a nd Lig ht p lant be kep t 
filled fo r a ny emerg ency . During the 
summer mo nths the water from the 
city ’s wells co uld be used as a g reat 
er sa fe-g ua rd to health. 
All this 
wo uld co st mo ney ? Yes, but some­ 
thing must be do ne. Present condi­ 
tions a re v ery unsatisfactory .

o fficers and delegates o f the mine 
wo rkers arriv ed here to day to attend 
the co nv entio n which o pens to mo rro w, 
eager to take up the fight which Jo hn 
Mitchell, ex -president o f the unio n, is 
ex pected to make at the meeting o f 
the United Mine Wo rkers o f Ameri­ 
ca. A y ear ago at this co nv entio n a 
reso lutio n was passed co mpelling Jo hn 
Mitchell either to resign fro m the Na­ 
tio nal Civ ic Federatio n o r fro m the 
mine wo rkers. 
Mitchell left the fed­ 
eratio n, giv ing up the salary o f $8,000 
a y ear which he was paid. Since then 
his friends hav e claimed that the co n­ 
v entio n was packed by the So cialist 
element o f the unio n, which Mitchell 
has alway s o ppo sed, In an effo rt to 
humiliate him. 
Mitchell is ex pected to make a v ig­ 
o ro us fight to hav e the reso lutio n re­ 
scinded and the anthracite men will, 
with few ex ceptio ns, suppo rt him. The 
o ppo sitio n will be led by Tho mas Lew­ 
is, who last y ear was defeated fo r 
president by Jo hn P. White. 
The co nv entio n will also co nsider 
the demands o f the anthracite mine 
wo rkers, and there is a belief here that 
the natio nal ex ecutiv e bo ard will mo d­ 
ify them in the ho pe that thereby the 
o perato rs may be induced to grant 
so me co ncessio ns. The demands will 
no t be presented to the o perato rs until 
after the co nv entio n adjo urns. 
One o f the chief demands o f the an­ 
thracite miners is that the bo ard o f 
co nciliatio n be abo lished. 
Ev ery o p­ 
erato r who was seen believ es in the 
bo ard, which has so far settled satis­ 
facto rily mo re than 200 griev ances. 
Miners say they perso nally sho uld 
like to see the bo ard co ntinued. Tjie 
miners thus appro ached gav e as their 
reaso ns the same arguments adv anced 
by the o perato rs, the chief o f which is 
that the beard is made up o f three o p­ 
erato rs and three mine wo rkers and 
that if there is a deadlo ck o n a deci­ 
sio n the questio n is put up to C. P. 
Neill, chief o f the bureau o f labo r at 
Washingto n, 
who then 
as 
umpire 
makes a decisio n thaf is final. 
The 
miners’ wiv es and daughter agree with 
y o u that the bo ard sho uld go o n set­ 
tling disputes. 
Settling disputes in 
the bo ard’s way means—has meant fo r 
abo ut nine y ears—the absence o f lo ng 
strikes, stagantio n in o ther businesses 
hunger and so me times murder, lo ss o f 
rev enue to the mining co mpanies, lo ss 
o f pro perty thro ugh v io lence, lo ss o f 
wages to the miner, and at last the 
wo rd o v er the gro cery co unter that the 
miner’s family may hav e no mo re 
credit. 
“Then why ,” ask fo lks no t familiar 
with the situatio n, “if the o perato rs 
want to co ntinue the bo ard and miners' 
wiv es and families almo st unanimo us­ 
ly ask that it go o n, why do so me o f 
the mo st o bserv ant perso ns in the 
three anthracite labo r dictricts ex pect 
that the bo ard will no t be co ntinued 
and that a serio us strike may be called 
within a few mo nths?” One must re 
member that the miner has nex t tc 
no thing—has no thing—to say whether 
the bo ard shall be co ntinued o r no t 
The district presidents and o ther un 
io n leaders hav e almo st all the say . 
And the leaders do no t lo v g the bo ard 
o f co nciliatio n because with the bo ard 
settling griev ance^, ev en a bo ard made 
up o f as many mine wo rkers as o pera 
to rs, the settling o f disputes is taken 
o ut o f the hands o f “the unio n.” 
“The ho ard do es no t reco gnize the 
unio n as a unio n,” is the sum o f the 
co mplaints o f the handful o f leaders 
who tell abo ut 17 5,000 mine wo rkers 
what to do . 
The labo r leaders, in 
o ther wo rds, want to settle things by 
meeting directly the o perato rs in their 
o ffices, the mine o wners co nferring 
with them as unio n leaders, no t as 
members o f a jo int bo ard. And if the 
Tfo ard o f co nciliatio n did no t ex ist the 
leaders co uld make their demands, and 
if these demands were turned do wn 
the leaders co uld harangue at a near 
by hall that night o r the nex t, call a 
big strike as they used to do , and tie 
up the regio n. Fo r a majo rity o f the 
17 5,000 faithful usually hav e quit and 
fo ught and starv ed when the leaders 
to ld them to quit, a state o f affairs 
that do esn’t ex ist under the bo ard.

In o ther wo rds the ex pense o l 
handling ev ery message ex ceeds the 
amo unt receiv ed by abo ut 50 per cent.” 


Mr. N a lly ’s Opinion. 
New Yo rk, Jan. 15.—Edward J. Nak 
ly , general manager o f the Po stal Tel 
egraph Cable co mpany , said that he 
co uld no t say o ffhand what the atti­ 
tude o f the Po stal wo uld be to ward 
the pro po sed abso rptio n o f the lines 
by the go v ernment, but he perso nally 
did no t believ e that co ngress wo uld 
fav o r Mr. Hitchco ck’s idea.

The children in 
o ur scho o ls to day will kno w much bet­ 
ter ho w 
to 
keep 
clean, 
sanitary 
ho uses than did o ur g randmo thers, 
pro v iding they fo llo w the teaching . A 
g rain o f dust to o small to be no ticed 
by the unaided ey e may be the abo de ' 
o f hundreds o f micro bes which can 
cause us tro uble. 
The v acuum clean- | 
er is do ing g o o d wo rk to wipe o ut 
dust and keep us free fro m such ex ­ 
po sure to disease, but where o ne may 
hav e the adv antag e o f a cleaner hun­ 
dreds o f tho usands 
are o blig ed 
to 
wield the bro o m and dustclo th. 
When sweeping, 
it is best to hav e 
a damp broom and something 
like 
dampened paper or tea leaves to k eep 
the du st from flying. 
One can by a 
little planning k eep and dry the 
tea 
leaves, moistening them as needed. 
In sweeping a carpet, a good plan is 
to sweep and tak e u p the du st from 
each breadth 
or 
two, instead of 
spreading it all over the room. 
It is mu ch more sanitary, besides 
mu ch easier, to have ru gs and bare 
fjors. The ru gs can be tak en ou tside 
and cleaned and the floors wiped, so 
that the room is free from du st. 
The du st cloth is another u sefu l ar­ 
ticle to consider; those patented af­ 
fairs that have some k ind of oil in the 
weave are good becau se they hold the 
du st and k eep it 
from 
scattering 
back to the floor. When u sing an or­ 
dinary cloth, it 
may be dampened 
slightly with fu rnitu re polish and it 
will hold the du st mu ch better. 
Ventilation of the home is another 
important matter. 
Cold air is not 
necessarily pu re, and ou r lu ngs need 
fresh, pu re oxygen in order to mak e 
and k eep pu re, good blood. 
Those 
who sleep in 
u naired, 
u nventilated 
bedrooms to save the fu el bill are 
piling u p a good fat bank accou nt for 
the family doctor as well as mak ing 
fu tu re su ffering for themselves. 
No 
body u nfed by fresh air can withstand 
disease, and the little bu sy microbes 
get in good work on su ch a host.

Au thorities on this su bject assert that 
it was Holland du ring her naval su ­ 
premacy of the 
sixteenth centu ry 
which first began to adopt and hang 
abou nd the w-all. paper idea. 
The early Chinese wall papers were 
printed from block s, hand painted or 
stamped w-ith infinite labor and ex­ 
qu isite art. They were made to order 
—produ ced in sheets of varying di­ 
mensions according, to the u ses to 
which they were to be pu t. The mod­ 
ern rolls of wall paper with a continu ­ 
ou s du plicate design were u nk nown. 
It was not u ntil the invention of the 
modern printing and stamping ma­ 
chines with cylindrical rollers that a 
continu ou s conventional 
pattern was 
favored. 
As neither China nor Japan was a 
commu nicative cou ntry du ring the be­ 
ginning of the commercial history of 
Eu rope these wall paper importations 
were few and far between and con­ 
siderably at a premiu m. 
Yet they 
soon hit the Eu ropean fancy as a 
good su bstitu te for the arras and tap­ 
estries of the time. 
Up to the end of the seventeenth 
centu ry the imported produ ct was pro­ 
hibitive in price, however, and It was 
not u ntil the middle of the eightenth 
centu ry that it was really a familiar 
thing on the mark et. When the meth 
ods for printing and stamping wall pa­ 
per from block s was introdu ced from 
China each nation was jealou s of its 
neighbor in the wall paper trade and 
tried to k eep its own process a secret. 
Totvard the end of the seventeenth 
centu ry the English were the largest 
importers of the hand decorated Chi­ 
nese wall papers, 
bu t only 
for 
a 
short time. As the demand increased 
they began to perfect a process of pa­ 
per stamping and paper decoration to 
imitate tapestries, and with improved 
machinery soon cheapened their pro­ 
du ct and popu larized it all over Eu ­ 
rope. By the time of the Stu arts the 
arras of Shak espeare's era was begin­ 
ning to disappear. 


SOME FACTS 
ABOUT TREES 


The tallest trees in the world are the 
Au stralian 
eu calyptu s, 
which attain 
an altitu de of 480 feet. 
The biggest 
are the mammoth trees of California, 
some of which are 276 to 373 feet in 
height, and 108 feet In circu mference 
at the base.

SOUR STOMACH 
Lima Beans.—Take a quart of Lima 
beans, add two ounces of butter, four 
ounces of dioed ham, a little sugar 
and salt, a good teaspoonful of flour, 
and a few sweet herbs to taste. 
Put 
in. a paper bag with half a pint of 
water, seal up, and cook for an hour 
in a moderate ov en. 
Baked Potatoes.— Thorou ghly wash, 
twelv e good-sized p otatoes. 
Make a 
few small slits in them, bu t do not 
peel. 
Place in a p ap er bag, with one 
tablespoonful of water. Seal and cook 
thirty -fiv e to fifty minu tes, according 
to size. 
Tomatoes. —Place six tomatoes in 
boiling water for twenty -fiv e seconds. 
Peel, butter y our p ap er bag, put in 
tomatoes with salt, p ep p er, a suspi­ 
cion of sugar, and a small piece of 
butter. 
Put the bag on the broiler 
after sealing, and cook for twelv e 
minutes in a hot ov en. 
Apples a la Duchesse.—Wash and 
dry ten large apples. 
Core them, put 
stick-cinnamon—only a 
bit—in 
the 
place of each core, and pour ov er 
them a tablespoonful of rum. 
Put In 
a buttered bag, and 
bake on 
the 
broiler thirty minutes. 
When quite 
done, dish up, remov e the cinnamon, 
and fill the centers with jam—straw­ 
berry . raspberry , or apricot. 
Cov er 
with stiffly whipped cream; sprinkle 
with chopped nuts, and serv e, or set 
on ice till wanted. 
Use sweet apples 
and let them cool before adding the 
jam and cream. 
Light the gas range eight m inu tes 
before beginning to cook, or op en the 
d rau ghts so the coal range will tx » 
h ot 
Pu t the roast on first, u p on the 
lowest shelf. 
Pu t the ap p les u p on 
the u p p er shelf, so as to leav e room 
for the tomatoes beside them. 
As 
soon as the tq matoes are done, re­ 
mov e, set the bag in a p late, and 
stand where it will keep hot. 
Pu t 
the Lima beans in the v acant p lace— 
and when the ap p les are done, re­ 
mov e them and p u t on the p otatoes. 
Thu s, y ou will be able to hav e the 
cooking come ou t ev en, also to chill 
and season y ou r ap p les before sitting 
down to table.

W ashingto n, 
Jan. 
15.—President 
Taft is no w reco nciled to the fact that 
there is no chance o f o btaining the en­ 
actm ent o f a federal inco rpo ratio n bill 
at this sessio n o f co ngress. The pres­ 
ident had given thqj legislatio n a place 
o f equal pro minence o n his pro gram 
with the tariff, but he has been in­ 
fo rmed by his suppo rters in co ngress 
that it will be impo ssible to do any­ 
thing alo ng the line o f anti-trust'leg­ 
islatio n this sessio n. 
The president 
will co ntinue to urge the passage o f a 
federal inco rpo ratio n measure, but the 
effo rts o f his administratio n fro m no w 
o n will be centered chiefly upo n_the 
tariff ques io n. 
The Demo crats have 
insisted all alo ng o n making the tariff 
the principal issue in the co ming cam­ 
paign, and when President Taft devo t­ 
ed his first message o f the sessio n to 
the Sheriman anti-trust law exclusive­ 
ly, they immediately jumped at the 
co nclusio n that he was trying to shunt 
the tariff to o ne side and o bscure it 
with the anti-trust issue. 
President Taft has been advised no w 
to meet the Demo crats squarely o n the 
tariff, and he is prepared to do this. 
The issue that the president will carry 
to the peo ple o f the co untry, ho wever, 
will no t invo lve any particular tariff 
measure, past o r present. 
Tt will be 
based o n the general principle,o f a re­ 
visio n o f the tariff fo unded o n expert 
data, instead o f the slipsho d, snap- 
dash metho d o f the past. 
The Demo ­ 
crats have already given evidence o f 
their intentio n to minimize in every 
way po ssible the findings o f the tariff 
bo ard, o n which the wo o l schedule will 
be based, and the president is ready to 
meet them o n this issue. 


MURDER WILL OUT 


Thre e Prom ine nt Ohio Fa rm e rs He ld 


to Ans we r For Horrid Crime . 
Circleville, O., Jan. 15.—Three o f the 
best krjo wn farm ers in Ohio are held 
in the Pickaway co unty jail here o n a 
charge o f do uble murder, trapped after 
three years by a wo man's co nfes­ 
sio n. 
The arrests clear up the bru­ 
tal slaying o f Miss Faniite Hagengans, 
a wealthy spinster, Feb. 14, 1909. The 
co nfessio n also reveals that Geo rge 
Ko hler, by who m the m urder o f the 
wo man was suppo sed to have been 
co mmitted, was instead o ne o f the vic­ 
tims. 
“So ft spo ts” and the o utbuild­ 
ings o f the farm are no w being search­ 
ed fo r Ko hler’s bo dy and also that o f 
any o ther victims. 
Henry Hagengans, a bro ther o f the 
slain wo man and o ne o f the trio under 
arrest, made a co mplete co nfessio n o f 
the do uble crime to Sheriff Williams 
o f Pickaway co unty sho rtly after his 
capture o n his farm near W esterville. 
He said that he hired EdWard and 
Davis McKinley, the fo rmer o f Pleas­ 
ant View and the latter o f Harrisburg, 
to m urder his sister and Ko hler, pay­ 
ing them $ 1,000, so that he co uld get 
his sister’s estate, valued at between 
$ 75,000 and $ 100,000. 
It 
was 
Edward 
McKinley’s 
o wn 
daughter who furnished the info rma­ 
tio n that led to the arrest o f her father, 
uncle and their alleged emplo yer. Miss 
McKinley left ho me sho rtly after the 
murder o f Miss Hagengans, go ing to 
LaCro ss, Ind. 
She came to Delaware 
yesterday and to ld the sto ry o f the 
do uble murder by the trio , declaring 
that her co nscience tro ubled her so 
that she co uld no t sleep and that she 
preferred seeing her father in jail to 
suffering lo nger such mental anguish.

Blo o mingto n, Ind., Jan. 15.—Because 
a man was at Evansville selling o r pre­ 
tending to sell sto ck in a wo men’s do r­ 
mito ry fo r Indiana university, Presi 
dent William Lo we Bryan fo und it nec­ 
essary to issue a eard, making it plain 
that the party was no t autho rized to 
represent Indiana university, as the 
state scho o l is no t engaged in erecting 
a do rmito ry. 
The m atter was first 
bro ught to the attentio n o f Dr. Bryan 
when he received a letter fro m the 
cashier o f an Evansville bank, saying 
the man had given a check which was 
pro tested at Blo o mingto n and the Ev­ 
ansville institutio n so ught to co llect 
the amo unt due 011 the check, fro m the 
university. 
Later Judge Ilo gate received a let 
ter fro m Evansville inquiring if the 
man was a representative o f the Indi­ 
ana university. 
The last letter said
